INCREASING DEMANDS WILL BE MADE on the library’s material on 
home building, remodeling, redecorating, and kindred subjects as the 
work of the various committees of the President’s Conference on 
Home Building and Home Ownership gets under way this summer. 
The Conference includes in its study city planning, zoning, housing, 
leasing, landscaping, home equipment, and home making. Special 
interest will center about the small, moderate-priced house. 

Librarians will undoubtedly want to take stock of their collections 
and to secure additional up-to-date material—pamphlets as well as 
books—on these subjects. For instance, every library will be inter- 
ested in the new publication of the United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards, Care and repair of the house, by V. B. Phelan (Superintendent 
of Documents, paper, 20 cents) which was written “to aid house 
owners or occupants in maintaining well equipped, thoroughly re- 
paired, comfortable and attractive homes.” Better Homes in America 
(1653 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., Washington, D. C.) has consid- 
erable free pamphlet and leaflet material to offer. 

Information services of libraries, museums, and other civic agen- 
cies are being studied by the Conference Committee on Home Infor- 
mation Centers in a section of which Julia Wright Merrill of the 
A.L.A. Headquarters staff is chairman. The Conference proper is to 
be held in November, but committee reports are due in September.

Extension Service of the University library in collaboration with 
members of the different faculties of the university, these one hundred 
and fifty or more lists are brief, up-to-date, and especially valuable for 
readers’ assistants or for the general public. The range is wide, cov- 
ering thirty-five subjects, but not law or medicine. Among the sub- 
jects included are philosophy, mathematics, finance, economics, busi- 
ness administration, geology, engineering, landscape design, interior 
decoration, music, contemporary German, French, Italian, and Span- 
ish literature as well as translations, archeology, journalism, books 
and printing. The entries are briefly annotated, the groupings under 
general subjects are helpful, and the full buying information—author, 
title, place, publisher, date, paging, and price—is welcome. Emphasis 
has been laid on authoritative books which are also readable and in- 
teresting, and on books in any given group which are representative 
of various aspects of that subject. Useful and suggestive for very 
small libraries as well as large. One hundred and fifty-five pages, well 
printed on good paper, sewed, with durable stiff paper cover, and cost-

SEVERAL ARTICLES OF ESPECIAL INTEREST to librarians appear in the 
June, 1931, number of the Elementary English Review. “A first pur- 
chase list for an elementary school library” occupies seven pages; it 
is not annotated but gives author, title, publisher, and price, and is 
arranged under groups such as easy books, fairy tales, biography, 
science, industries, civics and health, arts and crafts. The list was 
prepared for the forthcoming 4A.L.A. Handbook for teacher libra- 
rians in elementary schools, by the Elementary Sub-committee of the 
Education Committee of the A.L.A. with the assistance of Josephine 
Dillon. “Suggested content for a course in children’s literature” by 
Dora V. Smith of the College of Education, University of Minne- 
sota, is a useful survey for librarians or teachers dealing with chil- 
dren. Definite references to books are given. Emma Lee, of the 
Rosenberg Library, Galveston, chairman of the A.L.A. Section for 
Library Work with Children, writes on “Picture books for the modern 
child.” “Children,” she points out, “are interpreting their world 
today in terms not known to their parents’ babyhood. The small boy 
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in The cat and the captain says when the cat stops purring, ‘Her en- 
gine has stopped—guess I’ll have to crank her,’ and quite without 
malice gives a twist to her tail that puss does not appreciate.”’ Miss 
Lee mentions twenty-two modern books which provide material fa- 
miliar and interesting to the new generation.

FROM SOME KNEW BOOKS 
ADVICE TO MIDDLETOWN 


You, MY FELLOW CITIZENS, do not desire to return to a handicraft economy, and 
one would not want you to. You could not if you wished. But there are certain 
features of the early American way of life as typified in Mexico which, if you 
could acquire them, would make you more human and more happy. . . . You 
would have more fun if you developed handicrafts, first as hobbies for your 
hours outside the mill and office, and then, who knows, for some of the more 
gifted of you, as a major occupation, using the backbone of cheap electric power 
which is coming fast in America. Mass production has a useful function in 
severely restricted fields. Big business has not learned to keep to those fields. 
In a genuine civilization there is room for mass production, for small-scale pro- 
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duction, for handicrafts. I have no confidence whatever in the theory that cul- 
tures based on hand work and machine work are mutually exclusive. 

And why do you hustle around so fast, as though a hornet were forever be- 
hind your ear? Do you arrive anywhere with all this scrambling? Have you 
time to live as you gulp your coffee and rush to the station, or to the garage, and 
back again? Mexico takes no back talk from clocks. It is an art which you too 
some day must learn ; for it is the art of living.
